AIL AND TROLLEY tracks have played a vital part in Dallas’ develop- 

ment. The above 1910 photograph shows the corner of Pacific and 
Harwood before the tracks were removed. Originally planned and built to 
serve a railroad, Pacific Avenue for many years carried a large volume of 
freight and passenger traffic and its entire length was filled with switch and 
service tracks. In 1871, one year before the first train chugged into Dal- 
las, the city’s first transit company was incorporated and mule car service 
began over one and one-quarter miles of track. By 1891, mules were replaced 
with electric-powered cars, more miles of track were laid, and in the middle 
twenties Dallas was the second largest center of trolley and interurban trans- 
port in the nation, Changes in modern traffic in the intervening years have 
resulted in the moving and eliminating of many miles of rail and trolley track 
in Dallas’ central business district. Today with W. O. Burns as president, 
the Dallas Railway & Terminal Company operates fleets of modern trolley 
buses, gasoline buses and streetcars and is giving Dallas mass transportation 
second to none in the nation.

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Progress in the Air 


On June 30 the Washington of- 
fice of the Dallas Chamber of Commerce 
formally filed with the Civil Aeronautics 
Board a petition jointly prepared by the 
City of Dallas and the Dallas Chamber 
of Commerce which urged the Board to 
conduct an exhaus- 
tive inquiry into the 
adequacy of local air 
service between Dal- 
las and 43 communi- 
ties in the five south- 
western states of 
Texas, Louisiana, 
Oklahoma, Arkan- 
sas, and New Mex- 
ico. The petition was 
assigned Docket 
Number 6201, and the machinery was 
thus set in motion for a comprehensive 
investigation which may eventually pro- 
vide a solution to a problem of major im- 
portance to the growth and progress of 
the integrated economy of the Southwest. 

The petition was of course the out- 
growth of the Southwest Local Air Serv- 
ice Conference which was held in Dallas 
on June 15 and which was participated 
in by representatives of 35 communities 
of the five states, and the conference held 
at that time represented the culmination 
of months of preparatory work pioneered 
by Dallas in an effort to stimulate an 
awareness of the growing need for ade- 
quate air transportation. It was appro- 
priate for Dallas to assume that leader- 
ship, not only because Dallas is the geo- 
graphical, commercial, and economic cen- 
ter of the Southwest, but also because it 
has been for years the nation’s leading 
city in its population class in the genera- 
tion of air traffic. Dallas has long de- 
served the recognition it is acquiring as 
America’s number one air-minded city. 

But travel in the air, as on the land, is 
always a two-way street, regardless of the 
size of the communities at which travelers 
arrive and from which they depart; and 
the progressive cities and towns in the 
Southwest which maintain such a close 
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community of interest with Dallas have 
as much at stake in the problem of secur- 
ing adequate local air service between 
and among them as Dallas has. More- 
over, local air service, important though 
it is in itself, is not the only transporta- 
tion problem involved. Many travelers 
from smaller communities who are bound 
for distant cities in other sections of the 
country must first fly to Dallas to board 
trunkline carriers, and thus the connect- 
ing services provided by feeder lines are 
important not only to a regional traffic 
pattern but to the national system of air 
transportation as well. 

Consequently, most if not all of the 
many communities referred to in the ap- 
plication submitted by Dallas are expected 
soon to file with the Civil Aeronautics 
Board notices of intervention in any pro- 
ceedings instituted by the Board pursuant 
to the Dallas petition. They will then be 
prepared to present a united front in this 
unique effort to focus the attention of 
both government agencies and the airlines 
industry on the unusual and distinctive 
needs of the Southwest. And there can be 
no doubt that the needs of the Southwest 
are unusual and distinctive. Not only are 
the vast distances separating many enter- 
prising communities an important factor 
in stimulating air travel, but the consist- 
ency of the climate and the comparative 
safety of the terrain are likewise condu- 
cive to public interest in air transporta- 
tion. 

Perhaps the most significant factor, 
however, is the peculiar nature of the 
Southwestern economy. In a recent ap- 
pearance before the Civil Aeronautics 
Board, for example, the Washington rep- 
resentative of the Dallas Chamber of 
Commerce made this observation in an 
appeal to the Board to provide improved 
feeder service in the Southwest: 

“It is likewise important for the Board 
to keep in mind the economic character- 
istics of these rapidly growing smaller 
communities. . . . Though their popula- 
tions are relatively small, they are not 


sedentary farm communities but rather 
are dynamic and volatile oil and gas cen- 
ters which demand and must have fre- 
quent and rapid air service to distant 
major cities. For instance, to take only 
one example, Hobbs, New Mexico, has a 
population of only about 18,000, yet there 
are 44 oil companies in Hobbs which 
have offices in Fort Worth and Dallas. 
The same is proportionately true of many 
other booming communities. ... Many of 
those communities have no rail service 
whatever, and some of them which have 
a strong community of interest with Dal- 
las are more than 400 miles distant by 
automobile. It is abundantly clear that 
the only way that the exigencies of time 
and distance can be overcome is by air 
transportation.” 

Not to be overlooked, of course, is the 
fact that the transportation needs of the 
southwestern communities are bound to- 
gether with the serious problems con- 
fronting the local airline operators which 
undertake to serve them. Many of the 
local carriers are required to operate un- 
der short-term certificates, and the tem- 
porary nature of their operations makes 
it difficult for them to secure adequate 
financing for their equipment and expan- 
sion, and likewise handicaps them in their 
effort to acquire qualified personnel, for 
they can provide no assurance of security 
and permanence of employment. Further- 
more, the failure of Congress during the 
past few years to appropriate funds for 
the development of a prototype plane for 
local air service has compelled the car- 
riers to continue the use of equipment 
which by modern standards is obsolescent 
and expensive to operate. 

It can readily be seen that the petition 
filed by Dallas for dn exhaustive inquiry 
into the air transportation needs of the 
Southwest is broad in scope and signifi- 
cance, embracing the economic destiny 
of scores of communities in five states, 
encompassing also the complex problems 
of feeder airlines, and enveloping as well 
the whole basic policy of the federal gov- 
ernment with respect to local air service 
and its relation to a national transporta- 
tion system. The enterprising program 
initiated by Dallas, and joined in by the 
progressive cities and towns within the 
perimeter of a dynamic and integrated 
economic area, represents a fresh and 
wholesome approach to a problem which 
merits earnest and prompt attention, and 
which bespeaks the most assiduous ef- 
forts of the government, the industry, and 
the public.

TRAFFIC: A Problem of 


‘t¢ VER THE ROAD” shipments to 

and from Dallas and any point in 
the nation present no problem to Dallas 
motor carriers or Dallas shippers. Fleets 
of line trucks move easily in and out of 
its well located modern freight terminals 
geared to the traffic pattern of a modern 
city. Dallas’ new industrial districts have 
been built to provide easy access and con- 
venience for motor transportation. But 
the phenomenal post-war growth of Met- 
ropolitan Dallas and the mounting traffic 
congestion in its central business district 
makes “over the sidewalk” the major 
problem of moving goods in and out of 
downtown Dallas. 

Fifty common-carrier motor freight 
lines operating over six transcontinental 
highways and a network of state high- 
ways make Dallas the hub of Southwest 
motor transportation. Only Indianapolis 
with seven interstate highway connections 
surpasses Dallas and only Chicago with 


six, equals it. The strategic location of 
Dallas and its unsurpassed motor trans- 
port service and highway connections 
have been a vital factor in attracting new 
industrial and distribution facilities. 

But Dallas has no alleys in its central 
business district. All merchandise in the 
downtown area must move across side- 
walks. There is a conflict between cus- 
tomers walking on sidewalks and goods 
being delivered to stores. Sidewalk eleva- 
tors interfere with customer traffic. The 
larger Dallas grows, more people and 
cars and trucks converge on its central 
business district to make the problem 
more acute. Everybody is affected— 
shippers and consignees; drivers of both 
passenger cars and commercial vehicles; 
building owners and managers; public

transportation systems (especially in rush 
hours) and city officials who try hard to 
keep traffic flowing. 

Dallas is taking positive steps to cope 
with the situation. The motor carriers 
themselves have taken the lead in prop- 
erly locating and building terminals with 
ample off-street parking and in working 
with shippers and city officials to solve 
this problem. Dallas Citizens’ Traffic 
Commission and the Traffic Control De- 
partment of the City of Dallas are trying 
to find ways and means to alleviate the 
situation and relieve traffic snarls. 

Section five of the 1953 recommenda- 
tions of the engineering committee of the 
Dallas Citizens’ Traffic Commission 
makes this summary of the problem: 

“Lack of alleys in central business dis- 
trict requires all loading and unloading 
of merchandise to be done at curb. Nar- 
row and congested streets are further ag- 
gravated by trucks competing for curb 
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space with morning traffic, transit ve- 
hicles, and customers. Present policy of 
allocating loading zones creates many 
abuses and problems. Through trucks are 
now routed around central area. There is 
no restriction of truck length in the cen- 
tral area. Trucks backed at an angle to 
the curb while loading and unloading 
create accident hazard and congestion.” 

The report continues: “It is recom- 
mended that a thorough study be made 
by conducting meetings with truckers, 
shippers, merchants, beverage associa- 
tions, laundry associations, office build- 
ing managers, and others. It is recom- 
mended that adequate regulations be 
adopted after consideration of all phases 
of the problem.” 

Dallas has made great strides during 
recent years in traffic control and the traf- 
fic division of the Dallas Police Depart- 
ment has gained national recognition for 
traffic law enforcement. However, our 
city still lacks adequate downtown zon- 
ing regulations to cope with modern 
traffic, according to Lloyd Braff, city 
traffic engineer. 

“Present zoning ordinances for the cen- 
tral business district should be reviewed 
and mandatory provisions required for 
off-street truck parking in all new build- 
ings erected in the downtown area. Fifty- 
four cities in 26 states have changed 
their ordinances to require separate load- 
ing facilities for general business and per- 
sonal-service establishments. The Dallas 
problem is complicated by the fact that 
in most cases old buildings cannot be re-

modeled to provide off-street docks and 
parking for trucks. But these facilities can 
certainly be provided for in new con- 
struction and most major cities now have 
repuirements of this kind,” Mr. Braff 
states. 

Mr. Braff also points out that ordi- 
nances and regulations alone will not 
solve the problem. “There is need for 
close coordination between shippers, 
truckers, and the Traffic Control Depart- 
ment. The Traffic Control Department

soon will start disseminating information 
of interest to truckers and shippers, such 
as locations of various parking restric- 
tions, parking time limits, closed streets, 
detours, contemplated changes which will 
affect truckers, as one-way streets pro- 
posed, et cetera. This information, simi- 
lar to the so-called Trucks’ Consulting 
Bureau in Detroit, will provide maps for 
truckers, shippers and others who are in- 


terested, as well as disseminate informa- 
tion by means of bulletins, whenever re- 
quired.” 

Although the Dallas problem is made 
more acute by our lack of alleys, down- 
town traffic congestion affects all growing 
cities. A national slant on this problem 
is presented by O. B. English, president 
of Red Ball Motor Freight Lines. Mr. 
English heads a special sub-committee of

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the Citizens’ Traffic Commission now 
working for the cooperation of shippers 
on meeting today’s problem, and that of 
architects and builders on meeting the 
problem of tomorrow. 

“Cities cannot live without trucks,” 
Mr. English says. “They are learning to 
live with them. Today shippers and con- 
signees are making a big contribution 
everywhere toward solving the problem of 
moving twentieth century traffic through 
nineteenth century streets and alleys. 
They know perhaps better than others 
that the time lost in the process costs the 
American public untold millions of dol- 
lars annually. They know that in most of 
our cities slow-downs in congested areas 
have increased gasoline consumption fifty 
percent and that it takes twice as long for 
a motor truck to travel a dozen blocks 
than it took horse-drawn vehicles to cover 
the same distance thirty years ago. They 
know that right here in our own Dallas 
freight terminal, our dispatchers listen 
many times a day to drivers reporting: 
‘No chance to unload for an hour— 
what'll I do?’ 

“Fortunately for us all,” continues Mr. 
English, “shippers and consignees have 
encouraged every intelligent plan for re- 
lieving traffic snarls. Right now, individ- 
ually and through their organizations, 
they are cooperating wih the City of Dal- 
las and the traffic commission in studies 
of off-the-street truck-loading and unload- 
ing facilities required for various uses, 
seeking consistency in establishing prac-

tices helpful to all classes of freight— 
manufacturing, wholesale, retail and com- 
mercial.” 

Mr. English also points out that ship- 
pers and consignees are becoming in- 
increasingly aware that present evils must 
be remedied in order to give them better 
service. He also points out that shipper 
cooperation can be a big factor in pre- 
venting truck loading delays. 

“There is a particular condition which 
causes traffic hazards on our streets dur- 
ing the peak periods which is brought 
about by the present method of picking 
up freight shipments from shippers’ load- 
ing docks. The shippers could contribute 
greatly toward alleviation of this matter 
by cooperating in preparing their daily 
shipments. If truck operators could make 
their pickups before four o’clock each 
afternoon, their trucks would be removed 
from the streets, the shipments would be 
dispatched promptly and arrival at des- 
tination for first morning delivery would 
be assured. The present method of mak- 
ing pickups until five or six o’clock in the 
afternoon requires that the truck opera- 
tors work late at night in order to finish 
the day’s business, and his trucks are 
kept on the streets during peak traffic 
periods. Emergency shipments could al- 
ways be accorded special handling, and 
truck operators would certainly welcome 
the opportunity to cooperate.” 

The size of Dallas’ daily downtown 
traffic load is pointed up by a parking 
survey of the central business district 
made in 1950 under the supervision of 
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Engineer Braff. The central business dis- 
trict is the 140 city blocks that comprise 
the center of the shopping, business and 
social activity of Dallas bounded by Ross 
Avenue, Central Expressway, Young, 
Masonic and Houston Streets. 

The survey was made to determine 
parking in the district and check incom- 
ing and outgoing traffic. This survey was 
conducted from November, 1950, to Jan- 


uary, 1951. The following summary 
shows conditions existing at the time of 
the survey: 

1. On an average weekday between 
7:00 a.m. and 6:00 p.m., 108,416 pas- 
senger cars and taxis and 23,653 trucks 
or a total of 132,069 vehicles enter the 
central business district. Of the 259,437 
vehicles both entering and leaving the 
area during these hours, 81.7% were pas-

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Possible Cures 
For Craffic Ills 


Sixteen Citizens’ Traffic Commis- 
sion recommendations for solving 
Dallas’ traffic problems are up for the 
consideration of Dallas’ new City 
Council. Among them are: 


1. That the city hire a consulting 
engineer to design expressways and 
traffic interchanges around the central 
business district. 

2. Complete detailed plans for ex- 
pressways immediately to determine 
right-of-way needs. 

3. Convert all downtown streets to 
one-way operation as quickly as pos- 
sible. 

4. Extend rush-hour parking restric- 
tions on congested streets. 

5. Prohibit angle parking on all thor- 
oughfares. 

6. Complete revision of major thor- 
oughfare plan. 

7. Adopt 76-foot divided roadways 
on 100-foot right-of-way as minimum 
standard for major thoroughfares. 

8. Start plans immediately to rebuild 
major intersections. 

9. Speed up traffic signal installa- 
tion. 

10. Cooperate with the transit com- 
pany to provide better service. 

11. Explore new sources of revenue 
for financing street improvements. 

12. Improve truck-loading regula- 
tions. 

13. Study plans for providing more 
off-street parking.

56 Cities Unite Efforts 
To Improve Air Service

Cines in five states this month 
joined with Dallas in a petition to the 
Civil Aeronautics Board to investigate the 
need for new or improved local air serv- 
ices in the Southwest. 

The action was variously described as 
“unique”, “a fresh and novel approach”, 
and “one of the most constructive efforts 
ever undertaken to develop a sound air 
service pattern.” 

Staff studies by the Civil Aeronautics 
Board have not yet defined the manner 
in which the unusual proceeding is to be 
handled. An early indication of the next 
developments is expected, however. 

Basis for the action was an economic 
study of Dallas’ air service requirements 
made last year by the Dallas Chamber of 
Commerce. The study, made for the 
Chamber by Jas. C. Buckley, Inc., nation- 
ally recognized terminal and transporta- 
tion consultants, showed that Dallas re- 
quired new or improved air services with 
56 “local centers” of the Southwest. 

Normally, cities wait for airlines to ap- 
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ply for route certificates to serve them, 
and then intervene in the proceedings be- 
fore the Civil Aeronautics Board to sup- 
port the need for the proposed services. 
The Dallas Chamber’s aviation committee 
felt that, by this method, it would take 
years to secure the air services which the 
study showed were, in most instances, ac- 
tually required in 1952, or would be re- 
quired between 1952 and 1955. The com- 
mittee then hit upon the idea of inviting 
the other cities involved to join with 
Dallas in a community-initiated proceed- 
ing designed to speed up development of 
the air service pattern in the Southwest. 

Each of the other 56 cities was invited 
to send delegates to a “town meeting” dis- 
cussion of local air service to be held in 
Dallas on June 15. Thirty-five communi- 
ties sent representatives, and a majority of 
the others indicated their interest and de- 
sire to cooperate. Each airline serving the 
Southwest was also invited to send repre- 
sentatives. American, Braniff, Delta-C & 








S, Eastern, Continental, Pioneer, Trans- 
Texas and Central were all represented at 
the meeting. Joe C. Thompson, Jr., vice 
chairman of the Chamber’s aviation com- 
mittee, presided. 

Resulting from the meeting was organi- 
zation of the Southwest Local Air Service 
Conference, composed of the communities 
in attendance and the other cities which 
had been invited but were unable to send 
representatives. The communities elected 
members of a permanent steering commit- 
tee, selected by geographical areas, to pro- 
vide continuing coordination and direc- 
tion for the program. 

The steering committee of the South- 
west Local Air Service Conference is 
composed of Oliver Clegg, Magnolia, Ar- 
kansas; Rodney Vincent, Lake Charles, 
Louisiana; Claude Simpson, Roswell, New 
Mexico; William O. Leach, Coleman, and 
William O. Harwell, Austin, for Central 
Texas; Johnnie Herrington, Palestine, for 
East Texas; Jeff E. Bell, Harlingen, for 
South Texas, and William Jarrell Smith, 
Pampa, for West Texas. Roy O. Pratt was 
designated temporary observer for the 
Oklahoma communities, with a permanent 
Oklahoma member to be selected later. 
Stanley Marcus and Joe C. Thompson, Jr., 
both of Dallas, were selected by the other 
members to serve as chairman and vice 
chairman, respectively. Andy DeShong, 
assistant manager of the Dallas Chamber, 
was named executive secretary to the 
steering committee. 

At the June 15 meeting, James C. Buck- 
ley, president of the terminal and trans- 
portation consulting firm bearing his

name, who made the study of Dallas’ air 
service requirements, discussed local air 
service patterns in the Southwest, ex- 
plained the basis for recommended new 
or improved services, and offered sugges- 
tions on possible route extensions or new 
route alignments. 

John R. Mahoney, of Lord, Day and 
Lord, the special aviation counsel retained 
by Dallas, discussed the legal and pro- 
cedural problems involved in securing the 
airline services which the Southwestern 
communities feel they are entitled to re- 
ceive. Ben H. Wooten, president of the 
Dallas Chamber, welcomed the delegates 
to the meeting. 

Several resolutions were offered from 
the floor by delegates from other commu- 
nities. One resolution, unanimously 
adopted, endorsed House Resolution 257, 
submitted by Rep. Bentsen of Texas, call- 
ing for the House Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce Committee to investigate the 
basic philosophy of local air service. 
Another called for creation of the South- 
west Local Air Service Conference, and 
election of the permanent steering com- 
mittee composed of geographically-se- 
lected representatives. 

A prozram of action was defined by the 
Dallas Chamber’s aviation committee, ex- 
plaining that it planned to petition for the 
investigation of the need for service. 

The petition was filed with the Civil 
Aeronautics Board on June 30, as sched- 
uled, by Dale Miller, Washington repre- 
sentative of the Dallas Chamber. It was 
signed jointly by the City of Dallas, and 
the Dallas Chamber of Commerce. The 
lengthy document recited the basis for 
determining air service needs, and speci- 
fied what Dallas considers those needs to 
be. Said the Dallas petition: 
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SEVERAL CITIES, such as Lake Charles, Louisiana, were represented by sizable delegations. Left to

Besides a general assembly of delegates, sectional meetings for various regions, and 
discussion periods were held. 


“Present services are and will be inade- 
quate, not properly adapted to the present 
and future needs of the domestic com- 
merce of the U. S. insofar as petitioners 
are concerned, and not such as properly 
to afford the inherent advantages of air 
transportation between such communities 
and localities as contemplated by the 
Act. 

Other cities began filing their petitions 
to intervene in the proceeding initiated by 
Dallas, as planned by the Local Air 
Service Conference’s steering committee. 
In every instance, the petitions to inter- 
vene have been filed jointly in the names 


of the city government and chamber of 


commerce of the community. 


As DALLAS went to press, intervention 
petitions had already been filed by the city 
governments and chambers of commerce 
of the following communities: 

Arkansas: Camden, Fort Smith, Mag- 
nolia and Texarkana. 

Louisiana: Lafayette and Lake Charles. 

New Mexico: Albuquerque and Ros- 
well. 

Oklahoma: Chickasha and Okmulgee. 

Texas: Alice, Austin, Brownfield, 
Brownsville, Borger, Childress, Coleman, 
Harlingen, Lubbock, Pampa, San Angelo, 
Stamford, Texarkana and Victoria. 

Many comments in the aviation press 
were evoked by the Southwestern pro- 
ceeding.

Salesmanship Club Plans 
2-Purpose Shopping Unit 


Dats businessmen, members 
of the Salesmanship Club, have an- 
nounced plans for a great dual-purpose 
enterprise in the $2,000,000 class. 

The club proposes to construct a 30- 
acre modern shopping center at the cor- 
ner of Hampton Road and Singleton 
Boulevard in West Dallas, in what has 
been a slum district. The center will take 
shape alongside the Dallas housing proj- 
ect now under construction there. Pro- 
ceeds from store leases in the center will 
support Camp Woodland Springs for un- 


derprivileged boys—thus serving the 
double objective of correction and pre- 
vention. 

Land for the center was purchased by 
the Salesmanship Club from the Dallas 
Housing Authority. It will be owned and 
developed by the club on a non- profit 
basis. The Dallas Housing Authority 
holds a warranty deed to each parcel of 
land and the club has agreed to submit 
its construction plans to the Authority 
for approval. The new owners will not 
enjoy exemption from ad valorem taxes.

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The 30-acre plot was included in the 
original 513 acres acquired for the 
housing project in order to provide ade- 
quate drainage and proper sanitation for 
project residents. A part of the area has 
been graded and a 100-foot easement 
across the 30 acres is being retained by 
the Authority for drainage purposes. 

Construction will begin soon on the 
first section of the shopping center which 
will cost an estimated $750,000. This 
section will cover 12 acres and will pro- 
vide 100,000 square feet of store area 
plus a parking area that will accommo- 
date 1,000 automobiles. Skillern’s, 
Wyatt’s, and Tom Thumb have already 
leased space in the center and negotia- 
tions are underway with other Dallas 
firms. 

Architects for the center are Smith- 
Mills; contractors are McFadden and 
Miller and Majors and Majors are in 
charge of lease arrangements. The pro- 
fessional services of all three firms have 
been made available to the club without 
cost. 

Men of every field make up the mem- 
bership of the Salesmanship Club. 

Camp Woodland Springs, was origi- 
nally founded in 1921 as a summer camp 
for orphans. Since 1932 it has been oper- 
ated for the rehabilitation of the under- 
privileged and it now represents a $500,- 
0090 investment. 

Plans for the project, only just an- 
nounced to the public, have been in the 
making for more than a year. The build- 
ing committee, headed by John R. Mc-

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Branitf Celebrates 
doth Anniversary; 
Sets New Record 


Mhp-summer marks Braniff 
International Airways’ twenty-fifth year 
of service. At the recent birthday cele- 
bration at the Dallas Love Field head- 
quarters, President T. E. Braniff spoke a 
few words of praise and prediction. 

Simultaneously, a tape-recorded birth- 
day message from Mr. Braniff was played 
at 64 U. S. Braniff stations and 10 Latin 
American offices and every station cut a 
birthday cake in honor of the occasion. 

Reminiscing over the twenty-five years 
of the air line which he founded in 1928, 
Mr. Braniff said “many times we have 
been on the verge of throwing in the 
sponge and quitting. But the spirit and 
loyalty of the employes have kept things 
together, have even inspired stockholders 
to feed the kitty.” 

He recalled that when the line started, 
it had only three employes and flew a four- 
passenger Stinson-Detroiter from Okla- 
homa City to Tulsa and back. It was the 
first commercial line in the Southwest. 

Today it flies to 64 cities in the United 
States, and to ten Latin-American coun- 
tries over 18,942 route miles. The com- 
pany carries over 1,500,000 passengers a 
year and has a gross income of $40,000,- 
000. It has 4,500 employes. 

For the future of the industry, Mr. 
Braniff predicted tremendous things. “We 
are on the verge of the jet age, which is 
five or six years away. The atomic age 
will follow that. Some of you may see 
schedules departing for the moon. This 
is still one of the stimulating, romantic in- 
dustries.” 

Also in commemoration of the com- 
pany’s anniversary, Horace C. Boren, 
Braniff public relations man, made a 
round-the-world flight in 99 hours and 16 
minutes to establish a new record. It was 
the first such flight in history under 100 
hours. 

The official time for the New York- 
New York flight, a distance of approxi- 
mately 21,000 miles, was clocked by of- 
ficials in the control tower at Idlewild 
Airport. It was four days, three hours and 
16 minutes, only two hours behind sched- 
ule. 


The Braniff anniversary flight broke the 
old record set last year by Jean-Marie

Audibert of Marseille, France, of 115 
hours and 39 minutes by 16 hours, 23 
minutes and the 1949 record of 119 hours 
and 47 minutes established by Maj. T. G. 
Lanphier, Jr., of Washington, D. C. 

The flight also broke round-the-world 
records for such flights at Chicago, Kan- 
sas City, Missouri, Wichita, Kansas, 
Tulsa, Oklahoma City and Dallas. On his 
way to New York, Mr. Boren flew a 
Braniff Super Convair 340 through all of 
these points. He also returned via the 
Braniff route from Chicago to Dallas. 

Mr. Boren’s round-the-world time from 
these cities were: Chicago, 165 hours, 45 
minutes; Kansas City, 172 hours, 20 min- 
utes; Wichita, 174 hours, 10 minutes; 
Tulsa, 175 hours, 25 minutes; Oklahoma

City, 176 hours, 45 minutes; and Dallas, 
177 hours, 25 minutes, for 24,000 miles. 

The Braniff publicist used only three 
airlines in his four-day flight around the 
globe: Trans World Airlines from New 
York to London, B.O.A.C. from London 
to Tokyo—almost half way around the 
world — and Northwest Airlines, from 
Tokyo back to New York. He flew on 
only three airliners, a T.W.A. Constella- 
tion Sky Touristliner, the new 500-mile- 
an-hour De Havilland Comet Jetliner 
and a Stratocruiser. 

During the flight from New York to 
New York, Mr. Boren made only 19 
stops. 

A native of Dallas, Mr. Boren was edi- 
tor with the Dallas bureau of the Asso- 
ciated Press before joining Braniff in 
1949. He is a veteran of four years serv- 
ice with the U.S. Air Forces during World 
War II and is now public information of- 
ficer for the Air Force Civil Air Patrol in 
the Texas Wing. For a time, before the 
war, he was publicity man for the famous 
Trans-Atlantic flier, Col. Clarence D. 
Chamberlin. 

Mr. Boren points out that developments 
in commercial aviation have shrunk the 
world to one-twentieth the size it was in 
1900 and to one-fifth the size it was 25 
years ago, when Braniff was founded. 

Braniff Airways is the only major sched- 
uled U. S. airline to retain one manage- 
ment during its entire history and to bear 
the name of its founder and president. 
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Foorsat followers of the 
Southern Methodist University Mustangs 
are looking forward with enthusiasm to 
the 1953 season, anticipating a well-bal- 
anced team that will give a good account 
of itself against six strong Southwest Con- 
ference opponents as well as four major 
non-conference clubs — Georgia Tech, 
Missouri, Kansas, and Notre Dame.

A coaching staff of eight will work with 
a squad of more than 60 promising can- 
didates beginning September 1 to get 
the team ready for its opening game in 
Atlanta, Georgia, against the Georgia 
Tech Yellow Jackets on October 3. Head- 
ing the coaches is Chalmer Woodard, 
who resigned his job at McPherson Col- 
lege, Kansas, last February to accept the 
position at S.M.U. Coach Woody has an 
enviable record to maintain — in his 13 
years as a head coach he has fielded 
seven undefeated teams. His record over 
this period includes 99 victories, 17 de- 
feats, and three ties. 

Assisting Woody will be Dick Peters, 
who was head coach at Ottawa University 
until last spring; Tom Dean, who coached 
the S.M.U. Colts to the best record last 
fall of any Southwest Conference first- 
year aggregation; Dick Todd, former 
head coach of the Washington Redskins 
and former backfield coach of the Texas 
Aggies; Herman Morgan, whose 1950 and 
1951 S.M.U. freshman teams were un- 
defeated; J. M. Keaton, who has coached 
academy, high school, and college teams 
in Texas for more than 25 years; Clinton 
McClain, a former star of the S.M.U. 
Mustangs and the New York Giants, and 
Frank Payne, Jr., a member of the 
S.M.U.’s championship teams in 1947 
and 1948. 

Returning this fall from the 1952 team 
which finished third in the Southwest 
Conference race will be 21 lettermen, 17 
of whom played more than 100 minutes 
last season. Among the 1952 players 
available for duty another year will be 
the seven top ball carriers, the three best 
passers, the two best punters, and four 
of the five leading scorers. 

The battle for starting positions will be 


especially keen in the backfield where 
men of proved ability will be forced to 
move at top speed to keep the newcomers 
from taking their places. 

Left half offers a good example of the 
competition that will exist on the squad. 
Leading candidates for the position in- 
clude Jerry Norton, senior; Frank Eidom, 
junior, and Don Mcllhenny, sophomore, 
each of whom was the leading ground 
gainer for the freshman teams on which 
they played. Norton was the only player

among the leaders in punting, passing, 
and ball carrying last season. Both as a 
sophomore and as a junior he not only 
led the conference in punting but was 
rated number four in the nation. Norton, 
a former all-stater at Texarkana, has 
played in 20 games for the Mustangs and 
has been the team’s leading ground 
gainer in 11 of them. 

Because of his fame as a runner at 
Port Arthur High School, where he won 
all-state honors in 1950, and on the 1951 
S.M.U. Colt team, Eidom was expected 
to be one of the best breakaway ball car- 
riers in the Southwest last year, but in- 
juries shattered these dreams. Spring 
drill exhibitions by Eidom caused fans to 
predict that 1953 would see him gain the 
ground that injuries denied him in 1952. 


Mcllhenny won national recognition 
as a high school player in Nashville, Ten- 
nessee, in 1951 and in a few days last 
fall he convinced fans that he could play 
the type of ball that Texans like to watch. 
Before the Colt season was over he had 
established two new records for S.M.U. 
freshmen, having carried the ball 153 
times in five games and having gained a 
net of 646 yards. 

Competition for other backfield posi- 
tions will be just as keen. Bill Crisler, 
Don Miller, Dale Moore, and Sammy 
Stollenwerck are two lettermen in the 
backfield and Roy Pace, Duane Nutt, 
Don Kilgore, and Malcolm Bowers all 
showed up well as sophomores last sea- 
son, but such first-year men as Hayes 
Gilliam, Hal O’Brien, John Marshall, and 
Blake Tucker will be battling for an op-

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portunity to show their ability under 
game conditions. 

Veteran material is also plentiful in the 
line. Both Bill Fox and Don Cole have 
won two letters as centers, and Co-cap- 
tain Jerry Clem, Lou Miller, and Darrell 
Lafitte are guards with two letters to their 
credit. Co-captain Jack Gunlock is the 
only tackle wtih two letters but Tommy 
Hairston, Don Goss, and Charles Cannon 
were impressive last season and with 
Forrest Gregg, a sophomore should take 
care of the positions adequately. 

Lettermen ends are Alex Litowkin, 
Doyle Nix, Ed Bernet, and Ronnie Case, 
who will get some fine assistance from 
Raymond Berry, a squadman last year, 
and Jim Robertson, a transfer. 

Other linemen whose showing in spring 
training indicated that they should see 
lots of action this fall include Jim O’Neal, 
Bob Hailey, and Burleigh Arnecke, cen- 
ters; and Joe Basquez, David Hawk, Carl 
Shannon, Sherwood Hensley, and Jim 
Smith, guards. 

With training camp opening nearly 
five weeks before the first game, there will 
be sufficient time for about 25 other 
eager aspirants for positions on the team 
to impress the coaches with their ability. 

Admittedly July is too early for 
anyone with less than superhuman in- 
sight to predict how the Southwest 
Conference teams will stack up by the 
end of the season. However, the Mustang 
fans’ optimistic outlook seems to be fairly 
well supported this year by both statistics 
and spirit. All in all, the Dallas Cotton 
Bowl crowd should be witnessing some 
good tussles a couple of months from 
now.

ice climaxes many years of work by the 
Dallas Chamber of Commerce to gain a 
new rail route from Dallas to the east. 

Besides many surveys and research re- 
ports prepared by the Chamber expressly 
for Santa Fe, the Chamber has kept 
Dallas constantly before Santa Fe’s top 
executives. 

In May, 1951, the Chamber sponsored 
a luncheon honoring Fred G. Gurley, 
president of the Santa Fe, and other key 
Officials of the line. Included in the list 
of honor guests were C. R. Tucker and 
G. E. Duffy, vice presidents who released 
the Dallas announcement. 

The Santa Fe plans call for crossing 
five other railroad lines —all either by 
underpass or overpass — making possible 
high-speed trains.

Construction will probably take eight 
months to a year. 

“Dallas welcomes Santa Fe’s decision 
to enter Dallas on its own lines — with 
first class service,” Ben H. Wooten, presi- 
dent of the Dallas Chamber of Commerce, 
declared. 

“Dallas passenger and freight require- 
ments will justify these new services, 
rather than merely splitting present serv- 
ices. Surveys made by the Dallas Cham- 
ber of Commerce which were instrumen- 
tal in Santa Fe’s decision, indicate Dallas’ 
transportation potential has just been 
‘tapped’ and that great possibilities lie 
ahead for ultimate development,” he said. 

The new line will offer substantial ad- 
vantages to industrial shippers. The rail- 
road will be able to improve freight ar- 
rival time by three to four hours. It will 
make possible early morning deliveries 
for all of Dallas. 

For instance, where shippers are getting 
deliveries at 8:30 a.m. at present, they 
will get shipment at 4:30 a.m. under the 
new schedules. This will allow shippers 
to put their products into use the same 
day they arrive. 

Here are details of the new line: Leav- 
ing the present Santa Fe main line at 
Sanger, located between Fort Worth and 
Gainesville, the new line will be con- 
structed in a southeasterly direction for 
46.7 miles to connect with the Santa Fe’s 
Paris line near Reinhardt.

This month the United States 
Chamber of Commerce paid tribute to a 
man from Dallas with an idea. 

The idea was to have a regional meeting 
of all the chamber of commerce managers 
in the Southwest to discuss mutual prob- 
lems and solutions beneficial to all con- 
cerned.

Asheville Group Studies 
Dallas Chamber’s Methods 


The Dallas Chamber of Com- 
merce was selected as one of the top 
chambers in the United States for study 
by a group of businessmen from Ashe- 
ville, North Carolina. 

The North Carolina group is now in 
the process of re-organizing its chamber 
—and has selected the Dallas Chamber 
as its “pattern.” 

A few months ago, an Asheville busi- 
nessman interviewed J. Ben Critz, vice 
president and general manager of the 
Chamber, while he was passing through 
Dallas on other business. 

Other Asheville leaders were so im- 
pressed with what he had learned in Dal- 
las that they appointed a fact-finding com- 
mittee to make a more complete study of 
the Dallas operation. 

This month, Julian B. Stepp, Maurice 
Puckett and M. C. Peterson came to 
Dallas for their tour. 

They looked into every phase of the 
Chamber’s operations, studying it depart- 
ment by department. Interviews with de- 
partment managers, detailed reports and 
printed information on the Chamber's 
activities gave them a graphic view of 
what Dallas does and how Dallas does it. 

“Of course, we could never use Dallas’ 
operation on your scale,” Mr. Stepp, im- 
mediate past president of the Asheville 
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Chamber, commented. “Our population is 
only 53,000-plus. But we can cut the 
cloth to fit our needs.” 

The group made their headquarters at 
the Hotel Adolphus, while in Dallas. 

They were not content to hear the 
Chamber side alone. They wanted to see 
first hand the results of Chamber activi- 
ties — concrete examples of Chamber ac- 
complishments. 

For this, they took a State Highway 
Department-guided tour of Central Ex- 
pressway. Then they conferred with the 
manager of the Chamber’s highway de- 
partment to find out what other highway 
improvements are on the docket. 

The Asheville delegation was not the 
first group to study the Dallas Chamber’s 
operations. Ten years ago, Louisville, 
Kentucky, revamped its Chamber pro- 
gram along the lines of Dallas. Five years 
ago, New Orleans streamlined its Cham- 
ber to meet the Dallas standard. 

If the Asheville Chamber follows the 
Dallas approach, it will mean consolidat- 
ing an industrial council, a convention bu- 
reau and a retail merchants association 
into one operation. At present, these are 
all independent agencies. Consolidated, 
excessive expense and unnecessary friction 
could be eliminated.

| Chance Vought Starts 
New Missile Hangar 


Ground was broken this month at the 
Chance Vought Aircraft plant for a new 
$1,300,000 missile hangar. The hangar 
will be used for checking and ground test- 
ing the comany’s Regulus guided missiles 
prior to delivery to the West Coast for 
flight operations. 

Providing 65,000 square feet of addi- 
tional space, the new building will incor- 
| porate a high bay hangar area, electronics 
test areas, office and work room space 
| and storage space. It will be located in the 

rear of the Jefferson Boulevard plant. 
The building is scheduled tentatively 
to be completed next January 1 by the 
O’Rourke Construction Company, of Dal- 
las. It is another step in the Chance Vought 
expansion program started earlier this 
year and covered by a Navy contract. The 
program includes a $1,600,000 structural 
| test laboratory building now nearing com- 
| pletion and a warehouse and manufac- 
| turing building costing approximately 
| 


$1,500,000. 
| Regulus missiles leaving the production 

line in the main Chance Vought plant will 
| go to the new hangar for final installation 
of internal components and systems and 
for checking out of those components and 
systems individually. Then they will move 
to a ramp test building, where all com- 
ponents and systems will be operated as 
one unit for the first time. Operations will 
simulate flight tests through the range of 
engine starting, takeoff, climb, cruise and 
let-down.

HE ABOVE photograph shows Field Street, now one of Dallas’ busiest 
traffic arteries, as it looked thirty years ago before it was opened. The 
growth of Dallas and its traffic problem is also illustrated by a comparison of 
automobile registration of that era and today. In 1920 there were only 27,000 
cars registered in Dallas County. This figure jumped to 65,000 in 1925 and in 
1950 there were 257,706 motor vehicles registered in Dallas County. Back in 
1910 there were only 3,000 automobiles registered here. That same year the 
nickel barbecue offered enough profit incentive for E. H. Bryan to start 
Bryan’s Smokehouse in a one-room frame building at 304 South Beckley. In 
those days, the present owner, William J. (Red) Bryan relieved his father 
after school. He also watched the price of a barbecue sandwich “skyrocket” 
to ten cents and even higher in the last days of World War I. Today, Red 
Bryan’s Smokehouse occupies an imposing western type building at the corner 
of Llewellyn and West Jefferson where 80 employes are busy serving this 
pioneer firm’s clientele.
